A Few Plain Wordsi 
Tbore oan bo do doubt that the 
Union of Vancouver Island with 
British Ooluinbia would Im^o been at- 
tended with happy results, and that 
tbo United Colony would have pros- 
pered, had tho Governor observed throe 
important elomcuta of success, viz. ; 
rirst. Tho necessity of cHtabli^ibing 
the capital at Victoria — tho placo most 
in accordance with tho wishes of a 
majority of tho people; tho placo 
largest in importnuco, tho most acces- 
ciblo for sea-goinf^ vobsuIb, tho ren- 
dezvous oi tho fleet, and, in ovory 
other respect, tho most suitable for 
tho capital of tho United Colony. 
This stop would have tended materi- 
ally to restore confidence — would have 
caused capital now lying idio in tho 
bands ot banliors and agents to ho rein- 
vested in the Colony ; and would have 
oontribnted to build up a city worthy 
of tho name of the capital ot Jrilish 
Oolambia. The second element of 
success lay in the reduction, for tho 
next year or two, of the expenditure 
of tho Colony to the lowest possible 
point — to a point compatible with tbo 
moans of the Colony — and not in an 
attempt to adj ust tho reveDtie to an 
excoseivo expenditure, but tho oxpon- 
dituro to a moderate revenue. It is 
simply preposterous that $70I,0'iO 
should be asked from a ])opuhiti(ii^ ul' 
6000 or 7000, merely to govern tbem 
and manage their aO'aira. Our Ainei'i- 
can friends will smile with araazeinent 
and incredulity as they glance over 
tho Estimates for 1807, and well llioy 
may. It is impossible, without I'uVtber 
injury to tbo Colony, to raise so largo 
a sum from so limited a community, 
and we had hoped that ere this the 
Government would have seen tho foil}' 
of pressing tho demand, and, by corn- 
polling their employes — from the high., 
est to tbo lowest — to accept for the 
ti(ne being considerably smaller saia- 
rioB, would bavo been enabled to reduce 
the estimated oxpondituro to an 
amount more in conformity with tbo 
resources of -the country. The third 
element of success (and not the least 
important) is a careful and judicious 
revision ol the Tariff, so that a revenue 
may be derived and the foreign trade 
of tho Colony preserved. Victoria 
Las hitherto been a sort of depot for 
British and other goods, the mor_ 
chants having been able, through 
the Free Port, to hold larger stocks 
than they other wise would have done, 
and our city has bocomo a market to 
which resort our American noiglibois, 
our Eut^siau friends from Sitka, and 
other strangere, in conseqaonco of the 
oheapooss oi our wares in comparison 
with other cities on this coast. There 
is no reason why this trade — which 
before Union was growing year by 
year — should bo dimiuisb^ed because 
the Polonies having been united; but 
snob will be tho case if ibe present 
Tariff be not speedily and oarof ully re- 
vised and readjusted to suit the alter- 
ed condition of affairs. We have not 
space to point out details; but wo may 
say that the basis upon which we cou. 
eider tho new Tariff should be framed 
is, fitsllj — the proleotton or all articles thui 
can be raised in the Ouloay — such aa wheat, 
flour, oats, bran, bay, fruit, vegetables, eggs, 
buttei, fowls, caltia (except for breedlog), 
pigi, pork, bacon, beef, &c. ; also, lumbur 
and coali Seooodly — Ttie admissioD, at a 
low rate of duty, of those articles thai wa 
do Dot maDufucture, und in which agrcwiug 
trade with our Deigbbors is apparent— sucb 
OS dry gouda, ciowiin^, buuio and shoes, hard- 
ware and cutlery, uanlitiiwurc, ropu mid 
eordage, and all t^iiiii ctiiuiiiiury Ktoro^ 
Thirdly — Tliut ihe revenue thouM bu pilnci- 
jiaWy dorivi'd fruiii article:) of .uxury, Midi 
as spirits, tobacco, ciijiir.s, wines, Oeur, tsic, 
and froai tliosu uiticlcd in gcuiral n.se that 
nro consumed in tlie Colony, but uro not ex- 
porlad. As the inuiiLifauiure of machinery 
abonid be eocourugud, we would reoomnKjiui 
a daiy on Imported machinery, and would 
ndtnit iron and all other metals, boiler rivets, 
and every article of a like natare uccd by 
maoblDlsts and sbipbuilders free of duty. 
Bulky articles of little value and not easily 
dealt with in bond, such ud lire-briclij, 
Bmiili's coal, nalt, kc, ehould also come in 
free, for tliesu articltis ore often re'*exported, 
and will not beiir llic cbiirgoa ODMscfiuont 
upon placini,' ihem in bund. Iiliuiket,s sliould 
not bo taxed loo lii^'hly, or lliu Indians, wlio 
nro tlio chief purclmaer.s, will rclr.iin (roiii 
buying altogether rather than payaiiinch 
bigher price than bitberio. lion. I)r I lelinc> 
ken has asked in the Council for a Coininiticc 
to reTisa Ihe- Tariff, and we have oilcrnl the 
foregoing remarks in tbo hope thut they will 
assist (be Oommittea in preparing a Tariff 
that will bear equally apon the colonists 
generally, and yet prodace as largo a revenue 
as oan be expected from our limited imports. 
We feel convinced that, bad the Qovernment 
(and it is not now too late) observed the 
three oonditiona necusnary to succcsh llml we 
have named, we «liuuld find the Colony 
happy and contented, and a feeling ol union 
proTailing 'vliero now e.\ist« only discord, 
ill-will and dincnnlent. Victoria lliu Capital, 
a reduced E.'jpeiiditure, and u libural and 
judioioHS Tarill, are the only elernenis of huc- 
ceas wanting ,- and if IhoUovernor bo sincere 
in desire to govorn thij country well, he 
will secure us tho onjoyniont of thatBUCcess 



not rest until they have re^ainod their ro- 
prosenlativo institutions, nci antil they find 
them.selves governed in a manner more con- 
sonant with their own wIsIicb, and in a way 
more likely tondvanco tho general prosperity 
of the Colony. 

All Exlraonliiiary tasc. 

The acquittal of tho girl McFaddon 
as tho principal, ami tho conviction ol 
tho woman Sampson as accessory to 
tho poisoning of tho liithor of the 
former, is one of tho most remarkable 
cases on record. Tho girl was ar- 
rested and taken before Mr Franklj-n, 
charged, partly upon her own eoulos~ 
faion and partly upon circumstantial 
evidence, with having attempted the 
lifo of her father by tho administration 
of poison dropped into a cup of colloo. 
In her confession tbo girl implicated a 
Mrs Sampson as tbo instigator of the 
el imo, and tbo latter was accordingly 
arrested and indicted as accessory. 
At tho trial, on Thursday, it was 
shown by the evidonco of tho man 
McFaddon, that before drinking tho 
cofl'eo ho ato heartily of tbo " heart 
and liver of a deer, and a piece of 
rabbit pic that on tho top of this ho 
drank a " basin of (vine," and that in 
addition to tbo inont ho bad " potatoos 
and badly baked breail," Vomiting 
very naturally followed this overload- 
ing of tbo stomach, but tho HicK-ness 
was over in a short time. Some 
two months afterwards, b}' means ol 
" threats and frowns," .McFadcioii 
forced a coiilession from liis dau^i;bt.oi' 
that, at tho instanco of Sampson, nho 
had administered sti-jchnino in llio 
coffoo that occasioned his illness. 
The girl was then handed over to 
tho officers of justice. Dr Davie, 
called as a witness, proved con- 
clusively that tho symptoms described 
b}- the prosecuting witno^B, rosultod 
from "an overloading of the storaachj" 
tho samo medical gentleman also 
])roved, to tho satiEfaction of the 
Court, that the man could not have 
recovered had half a grain of sttych- 
niiio boon administered j and llis 
ijordship, having remarked that tho 
caso was a "ludicrous one," the jury 
acquitted the prisoner without leaving 
tbo box. Tho verdict, as we under- 
stand it, plainly said that no crime 
had been committed ; but in the face 
of this decision ti.e woman Satnp.son 
was arraigned upon an indictment 
charging her with being accessory to 
tho poisoning. Tho hrnt witness 
called was the girl McFadden, who do- 
posed that she bad attempted to do^ 
stroy her father; that she did so at tho 
instigation of tbo prisoner SampBon,and 
that tho quantity of strychnine infused 
into tbo coffoo was "about half a 
thimbleful." McFadden repealed his 
evidence about tbo breakfast of "door's 
heart and liver, piece of a rabbit pie, 
unbaked broad and potatoes," and 
subsequent vomiting ; and Dr Davie 
reiterated tho evidence previously 
given; notwithstanding which, the 
jury that a few hours prcviounly 
hud acquitted tbo principal, actually 
convicted tho afce.-^sory ol ioKtigating 
the coinmiri.sion ot a crime that- the}' 
bad just before found had not been 
commiitodi Wo offer no comment 
upon this truly remaikable case. Wo 
bavo every reason lo believe that Lhe 
course pursued by tho Grown was 
strictly legal ; but wo wish to direct 
attention to what seems to bo a dofec- 
tivo statute that allows a principal, 
after having been acquitted of a crime, 
to ascend the witness-stand, and, by 
an acknowledgment ot his or her 
guilt, to convict the accessory.
